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THE WORK RESUMED. 


The Strike Against Carnegie, Phipps & Co. 
Settled. 

PirtspurG, Pa., July 14.—The strike at the 
Homestead steel plant of Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co., was detinitely settled this evening, and 
work will be resumed as soon as the furnaces 
are heated. The terms of settlement are not 
positively known, but it is understood that 
concessions were made on both sides. The 
workmen, it is said, have agreed to accept a 20 
per cent reduction instead of 35 per ceut, as 
proposed by the tirm. The scale will remain 
in force for three years, and instead of the 
scale year beginning with January as proposed 
by Carnegie, it will commence upon July Ist, 
the same as the Ama!gamated iron scale. The 
work of repairs will goon tomorrow, and by 
Wednesday itis thought three thousand men 
wiil again bo working with steady employment 
promised for three years.

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THE STORY OF JOHN SEVIER. 


Leininiscences of Tennessee's 
First Governor. 

CLEVELAND, Tenn., July 14.—It is amusing 
to read the account of Governor Sevier’s and 
Andrew Jackson’s duel, which is going the 
rounds of the papers, When the\truth is that 
these two genticmen never fought a duel nor 
was a challenge sent by either of them to the 
other; and further, Governor Sevier never sent 
a challenge nor fought aduel with any one. 
But they did have an ugly quarrel which came 
near resulting in a personal difficulty The 
facts, asnearas they can be gathered, are 
as follows: Jackson was a younger man than 
Sevier. lle was a candidate for judge. He 
heard from some meddiesome busy-bodies at 
Kuoxville that the governor was using unfair 
and ungentiemanly meays.to defeat him. At 
that time there were resorts circulation that 
Sevier had covered the some innocent 
holders with his land grants; thtat is, that he 
had obtained grants for been in 
the possession of others far years. 

Jackson heard this stofy and repeated it 
with very uncomplimentary remarks about 
Sevier. Next morning, 1s Sevier was going 
to the capitcl, he was told what Jackson had 
been saying abont him, and meeting Jackson 
on the state house steps, denounced him in 
round terms. 

Jackson replied with language of like char- 
acter, and attempted to draw his pistol. 
Frieuds interfered. Jackson was taken off, 
aud Sevier went to his office in the state- 
house. Jackson soon learned that the charges 
he had made against Sevier were eatirely 
false, and that Sevier was taking no stand 
against him in the election. Mutual apologies 
were offered, and the whole affair passed out 
of public notice. The truth 1s, this whole dif- 
ficulty grew out of JackKson’s head-strong, im- 
pulsive nature, and it was settled Ly the 
manly courage and noble character of both 
men. 

HOW GOVERNOR SEVIER GOT HIS WIFE. 

The fort at Watauga was ehe first fort built 
in Tennessee. Captain Sevier was placed in 
commard by the settlers. Soon after the fort 
was built a large body of Cherokees, under the 
leagership of Draging Canoe, advanced to- 
ward it, andthe settlers took refuge in the 
fort. As the Indians approached the fort,

They had all bidden Mrs. Sevier good bye and 
Were about to mount their horses 
when Mrs. Sevier appeared at the 
coor leading James, then a well 
grown sixteen year old boy,and said :‘Mr.Sevier 
hore is is Jiinmy who wantsto go and he has 
no horse.’’ Gencral Sevier replied: ‘‘Jimmy 
must stay at home to take care of you and the 
children.’’ Tothis she answered: “Sir, if I 
van give up you to fight for my country Il can 
give up all my boys.’’ It is needless to say 
that Jimmy went, and the historians tell us 
that, side by side with his father, Jimmy went 
up the rugged steeps of. King’s mountain. 
Jimmy was the grandfather of Judge James 
Sevier, of Kingston.

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BILL INTRODUCED BY MR. 


GLENN, OF WHITKIELD. 
THE REPORT OF HON. E. G. SIMMONS 
Why He Opposes the System of Taxing Fail- 


roads tn Each County—Facts and Fig- 
ures Presented on the Subject. 


THE 


Of the various bills now pending before the 
legislature, those relating to railways and 
railway management are attracting the most 
attention. 

One of the most talked about of these is that 
introduced by Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield. 

Mr. Glenn’s bill, known as house bill No. 
19, provides a “‘system of county taxation for 
railroads.’’ It was introduced in the last ses- 
sion, and was recently reported by the railroad 
committee of the house, with the recommen- 
dation that it “do pass.’’ There will, how- 
ever, bo a minority report, and it is under- 
stood that Hon. E. G. Simmons, of Sumter, 
will make that report. Whether this is true 
or not, it is pretty well understood that Mr. 
Simmons will oppose the Glenn biil. 

“My reasons for my position?’ was Mr, 
Simmons’s querry when asked for his views. 
“T can’t well explain them to you in full in 
a short talk, but I can give you some idea of 
the objections as they occur to me. I have 
just received a communication from an 
oflicial of the Savannah, Florida and Western 
raiiway which, it seems to me, presents the 
whole matter as clearly as it could possibly bo 
presented. He tskes his own road as a basis 
for his argument and shows, by a careful study 
of the facts and figures, how that road would 
be affected by this county taxation scheme.”’ 

‘‘Now you will see,’’ continued the gentle- 
man from Sumter, ‘‘from the first three sec- 
tions of the bill that it contemplates that all 
property of arailway company, except rolling 
stock, that is located in any county shall be 
taxcd through the comptroller general of the 
state at the same rate that other property in 
such county is taxed, while the rolling stock 
is taxed for that county at the same rate. 
as the realty and other personalty but only on 
such a percent of such rolling stock as the 
reality and personalty (exclusive of rolling 
stock) in that particular county, bears to the 
value of the entire property (exclusive of roll- 
ing stock). 

‘‘Now that looks fair and just at first. Dut 
when you consider that the Central Railroad ard 
Banking compauy, the Georgia Railroad and 

sanking company, the Southwestern Railway 
company, and the Muscogee Railroad company 
are all exempt under their charters, and that 
the Western and Atlantic belongs to the State 
and cannot be taxed at all, all 
fairness vanishes. It would ve unjust to the 
railroads that would come under the operations 
of this bill, should it become a iaw, as well as 
totheir patrons toplace burdens upon them 
not borne by the older roads and their patrons. 

“TItmay be insisted that tho railroad com- 
mission has power to, and will, grade the rates 
of freight tomeet the difference. Dut a high- 
er rate of freight on the new roads will be un- 
just to patrons of such new roads and if they 
compete with any of these old, non-taxpaying 
roads, the old roads will get the freight for 
which there may be competition and ieave that 
much greater burden on the local patrons. 
Now, the oficial who have written me, has 
applied the provisions of the bill to the Sa- 
vannuah, Florida and Western, and he assures 
me that his figures, which are based on the 
tax returns and property valuation as reported 
to the comptroller-general for 1585, are accu- 
rate. He gives three tables: one showing the 
number of miles in each county, the taxable 
valuation of the property,”’ the rate per thous- 
and and then the tax; the second table shows 
the number of depot stations in each county 
and the proportion of freight paid for each 
county. This stable shows the proportion of 
the total amount of freight reccived and for- 
warded from these stationsin Georgia. Iie tinds 
that five-seventh of the entire freight comes 
from and was delivered to stations in Georgia‘ 
and adds that the freight earnings represent 
two-thirds of the tota! earnings.’’ 

Then he gives table (c), showing the relative 
proportion of the tax received and the 
proportion that each county pays 
of that tax by reason of 
the increase of freights. The total is an inter- 
esting one and is worth reproducing here.

Ifthis beso, then the amount of this tax will be 
provided forin the making of rates—I apprehend 
there will be nochange in the passenger tariff—to 
mect this increased burden. If this be true, then 
those who pav the freight will pay the additional 
burden. Iepprehend that it will not be denied 
that the producer, when he _  ship,;s his 
produce to market. pays the freight 
on the sume, He may not advance 
it, but it is deducted from the price of the commod- 
ity sold. I apprehend also that it will be conceded 
that the freight on every pound of foeds of all de- 
ecriptious that is shipped to the interior is paid by 
the consumer. If, therefore, follows that the pro- 
ducers and consumers of articles shipped from the 
interior will pay in the end all the freight upon 
such articles, 

“Read that explanation with the table,”’ 
continued Mr. Simmons, ‘and you will see 
how the bill operates. I might add to you, 
however, that Iam not only not interested in 
any possible way in any railroad property. but 
have never even had a case for a railroad cor- 
poration. This bill, it seems to me, is unjust 
to the new roads and would tend to keep capi- 
tal out of our state.’’

President Cleveland wrote: 

I send the following sentiment: 

The friendship which bas so long existed bes 
tween the United States and France is made more 
sacred and binding by theircommon dcevotions to 
the doctrine of popular rule, and by the mission 
they have undertaken to demonstrate the fituess of 
mankind for selt- government, 

Governor Hill sent the following sentiment; 

The French revolu'ion of 1789, the gicricus epoch 
inthe march of humanity toward liberty and en- 
lightenment—thbe lustre of which is not dimmed by 
the excess that the intrigues of tyrants, in- 
fluenced in a people maddened by years of 
wrong and oppression; the fall of the bastile 
resounded over the world asthe knell! of despotism 
anithe crying call of freedom tothe people to ags- 
sist the truth and maintain the dignity of men. 

President Harrison's letter was: 

May the homes of France be perpetually filled 
with prosp- rity, contentment and peace. May the 
Frene.: repnblie ever livein honoramon,s the Dae 
tious, and in the steadfast love of its cit zens. 

Levi Morton’s letter: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your esteemed iavor of the Sist ult., aud thank you 
for the complimentary termsin which it is couched, 
You are quite correct In assuming my unalterable 
friendship for the land of your birth. All children 
of the American revolution were taught to love the 
fair land of France, and to revere snd honor the 

rreat inen she sent us, who so freely offered thelr 
ives and fortunes in our struzele for freedom. 
may, therefore, say toat my affection for France 
was a hereditary sentiment, and the kindness 
which I received during my official residence 
in Paris, not only s’rved to create many warm 
friendships, but to increase my inierestin your nae 
tive land. lofirer you gentlemen, my heartfelt con- 
gratulations on the grand achievements of your 
country during the century which has pas-cd since 
its birth to freedom, and my best wishes for the hap- 
piness and prosperity of the people of our sister re- 
public in the old world. 

The Day in France. 

Paris, July 14.—The one hundredth annf- 
versary of the fall of the bastile was cel- 
ebrated by public meetings and fetes in Paris 
and throughout the provinces. Transparencies 
bearing representations of General Boulanger 
were displayed in the windows of the 
league of patriots, and at other Boue- 
langist resorts. These devices called 
forth few hootings from tle passers by, 
but with ‘the exception of disorders in the 
Place Dela Concorde and the otiice of La 
Presse, the day passed off without disturbance 
of any kind. 

A band of roughs today weathered at Iinodas’s 
cafeon Rue Royale. and demanded thatthe 
tlag be hoisted. The Italian flag was dis- 
played, which so enraged the mob that they 
tore down and trampled itinthe mud. They 
then made an attack on the cafe, and com- 
vietely wrecked the piace. 

The fire works at the fetes this cvening were 
somewhat inarred by rain, but the Place De 
Ia-Concorde, the Champs FEiysees, the Bois 
de Boulogne and Ejifret tower, and the Tro- 
caders palace were a blaze of light. At mid- 
night thousands of persons thronged the Bois 
de Boulogne, and there was no sign of any 
abatement of the fun.

oe Typical Case. 

Explorer Stanley is worried over the un- 
grateful conduct of a pet African. 

On one of his trips to Africa, Stanley res- 
cned a boy from the Arab slave traders. Ile 
took the boy to England with him and sent 
him toschool, where he learned‘our lan- 
guage, and made rapid progress, The lad 
knew all abont. his tribe, and their customs 
and legends, and it occurred to the explorer 
that he would make a valuable interpreter. 

On his expedition forthe relief of Emin 

sey, Stanley took his protege, Baruti, 

along. He had every confidence in the 
youth, who seemed to be very grateful and 
devoted to his white benefactor, 

But the result illustrated one of the oldest 
and meanest phases cf human nature. 
When Baruti found himself again in his 
mative land he deserted Stanley, slipping 
away like a thief in the night, carrying 
away with him his protector’g rifle and 
revolver. 

The deserter, however, did not profit by 
his ingratitude. He rejoined his tribe, but 
hisold companions were so indignant be- 
cause he had gone off and lived withthe 
whites, that they refused to receive him, 
and his piaymates and kinsmen killed him 
and devoured him. 

This incident throws a flood of light upon 
the human nature of an inferior race. The 
sudden uplifting of a Baruti does not make 
him grateful or faithful. It does not bind 
him to his new friends, and his old asso- 
ciates, so far from being pleased with his 
good fortune, stand ready to destroy him. 
Perhaps_this typical case finds its parallel 
among whites as well as biacks, It is 
adangerous experiment to suddenly raise 
any human being outof his sphere—it is 
unsatisfaciory and dangerous to all the 
partics concerned. 

Stanley himself has learned wisdom. On 
his present expedition he has killed savages 
right and left, but he has not picked up any 
With the intention of making them private 
secretarics and professors. Hie has found 
outthat gunpowder is the first factor of 
Civilization. 


A Syndicate of Ilackguards, 

The New York Advertiser has worked 
the ‘‘Arthur Richmond’’ business up to 
something like a sensation-—that is to say, 
in its own columns. It has been devoting 
a good deal of space to the subject, which, 
in its present shape, is interesting only as 
showing the strenuous efforts that Mr. 
Lloyd Vryce, the new editor of the North 
American Review, is making to clear the 
skirts of Allen Thorndike Rice, who is 
dead. 

Among other things, it is stated [that 
Donn Piatt wrote some of the letters, and 
that doughty author of newspaper fuss and 
fustian says: ‘‘Since the thing fs out, I 
have no objection to confessing “that I did 

make one of that syndicate of blackguards,’’ 

Colonel Piatt’s characterization is a 
sWeeping one, but it does no more than 
justice to the facts in the case. The letters 
stand as a voucher of the fact that a syndi- 
cate of more thorough-faced biackguards 
was nover got together for any purpose, and 
Mr. Rice, as editor of the Review, was re- 
sponsible for it. 

In the course of his remarks, Donn Piatt 
say3 that General Ben Butler was invited to 
join the syndicate of blackguards, but he 
declined on the ground that he never abused 
anybody over his own name. This is 
very creditable to General Butler, and shows 
that he is not as black as he has been 
painted, for a person who is honest ir his 
deviltry is worthy of consideration. 
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i Friendly Officials. 

In the various comments on the recent 
sluzging-match in Mississippi, we observe 
emall reference to one of the most impor- 
tant facts connected with that brutal and 
Gegrading affair, namely: that all the talk 
about intervention by the authorities and 
ail threats of arrests were cunningly em- 
ployed by the sluggers and their friends as 
s0 much free advertising. 

We areto presume, of course, that the 
proclamations of the three governors were 
issued in good faith, but we have informa- 
tion from sources that may be regarded as 
trustworthy, that there was never any seri- 
ous idea entertained of interfering with the 
fight, or of arresting the participants, either 
in Louisiana or Mississippi. 

All the rumors and statements to that 
effect, and there were thousands of them, 
were put forth by the singgers and their 
friends as advertisements. They proceeded 
on the idea that any attempt, successful or 
unsuccessful, to violate the law and circum- 
vent its officers would attract a large crowd, 
and the sequel proved that they are excel- 
lent judges of human nature. 

All the facts and circumstances go to 
show that the authoritics were not anxious 


to interfere withthe fight. The place of 
meeting was telegraphed over the country 
twenty-four hours before the fight took 
place, and if the officials of Louisiana or 
Mississippi had been anxious to interfere, 
there was nothingto preventthem, The 
sluggers and their backers, by their loud 
talk and theirjbrazen statements, removed 
every obstacle that might otherwise have 
stood in the way of their arrest. 

The public was put on notice that the 
law would be violated, and the public 
was delighted. It flocked tothe place of 
meeting in vast crowds, aud it was accom- 
panied by a number of prominent Louisiana 
officials who acted as a guard of honor. 

Great, indeed, is blackguardisin and 
brutality! A thumb nail need not be very 
long to scratch off the little veneering of 
civilization with which the people of this 
age cover theirimnate brutality. It 
quality that belongsto the race, and the 
race cannot get aw ay | from it.

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekiy review of the cotton movement, 
that forthe week ending last Friday, tl 
total receipts have -reached 2,150 bales, 
against ?,i77 bales last week and 1,06! bales 
the previous week; making the total re- 
ceipts since the lirst of September, 1588, 
§,492,268 bales, agai 0,448,935 : te 
the same period of f iss’ -S, ewlne 
crease since September 1, 888, of 43,53 
bales. 

The exports for the week reacha total of 
9,348 baies, of which 6,477 to Great 
Britain, --—to France and 2 2 sae to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for 
ward delivery for the weck are D4 ,900 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 12,420 bales, including 4,22) for export, 
and §. ,200 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 15,000 bales. There is an increase 
inthe cottonin sight of 48,950 bales as 
compared with the same date of 1888, a de- 
crease of 300,059 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1887, and a de- 
crease of 240,640 bales as compared with 
1886, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 2,657 bales, and are 23,530 
bales lessthan at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
1,674 bales less than the same week last 
year, and since September 1, the receipts at 
all the towns are 61,852 bales more than for 
the same time in 1587-ss, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since 2 iber 1, 1888, are 5, as. 576 bales; 
> Were 0,462,772; in 18s6-S7, were 
5,184,501 bales. Although the receipts at 
the outporis the past week were 2,150 bales, 
the actual movement was bales. For 
1887 the receipts from the plantations were 
195 bales, 

The decrease inamount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 15,053 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1886-87 is 488,557 
bales and the increase over 1580-86 is 352,- 
707 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
has been quiet asaruie, but this crop op- 
tions have advanced, partly in response toa 
rise in Liverpool Some of the new crop 
options also made a small advance, but this 
was subsequently lost, partly owing to a re- 
cession of prices in Liverpool and partly to 
clearing weather at the south, together with 
aquite general subsidence of speculative 
interest pending further developments con- 
cerning the crop outlook. 

On Monday there was a moderate rise. 
On Tuesday prices were slizhtly lower. On 
Wednesday there was a further slight de- 
Cline, but this was recovered and a small 
advance followed. The speculation in the 
aggregate was very simmall, however, and 
neither the government crop report nor a 
further advance on the spot had any very 
marked effect, 

On Thursday there was a small advance 
early, but it was subsequently lost. During 
the latter part of the week the general drift 
of the next crop options was downward, 
while the rise in ‘‘spot’’ cotton and the 
liberal business both for home consumption 
and for export, together with some ‘‘cove: 
ing’’ of shorts in ‘this crop, more particu- 
larly August, and moderate buying of that 
option for Liverpool account, tended to 
raise the value of old crop months. 

Friday there was a small decline, due to a 
fall in Liverpool, favorable crop news, less 
activity on the spot and some ‘‘long’’ sell- 
ing. Cotton on the spot has been active at 
an advance of tc., closing steady at J1}e., 
for middling uplands, with, however, some 
falling off in the demand.

The Army of Unemployed. 

The senior editor of the St. Louis Chris- 
tian Advocate has written an interesting 
little pamphlet entitled “The Unemployed.”’ 

We do not indorse everything that the 
writer says about the causes of the enforced 
idleness of many of our poor people, but a 
few of his statements of fact are worth re- 
producing. The editor cf the Advocate 
says that thirty or forty years ago every 
laborer was a real or prospective land- 
owner. Charles Dickens at that time visit- 
ed this country, and wrote from Boston: 
‘There is not a man in this town nor in the 
state who has not a bigzing fire and meat 
every day for his dinner; nor would a 
flaming sword in the air attract more at- 
tention than a beggar in the street.’’ Of 
course this language was too strong, but it 
gives a good idea of the general prosperity 
of thatday. Twoorthree years after the 
date of that letter the Advocate writer 
traveled leisurely through the western, mid- 

le and eastern states and saw no profes- 
sional beggars, with the exception of a few 
in New York. 

But such is not the case now. Our 
Wealth is three times greater than it was 
thirty or forty years ago, but the number of 
the poor is five times what it then was. 
Our wealth has increased threefcld and 
our poor fivefold, 

This way of putting it makes the outlook 
gloomy indeed. Naturally, the gap be- 
tween the rich and the poor is increasing, 
and with oppression and greed we find bit- 
terness and strife and the possibility of a 
class confiict. 

Our Christian Advocate contemporary 
believes that the hope of the country rests 
with the farmers. Wise legislation that 
will improve the condition of the farmers 
and make them prosperous ane. independ- 
ent will be our best safeguard in the future. 
To this end he gives his readers the foilow- 
ing advice: ‘‘Be American citizens, study 
the federal constitution and the constitu- 
tions of your respective states that you may 
veil understand the principles upon which 
your governient is founded, then select 
wise, true and reliable men to legis- 
late, to adjudicate and execute just 
and proper laws. With such men you 
will always have a good government, and 
with such government you ‘will soon have 
the arrogant and oppressive combinations, 
trusts and monopolies healthfully regulated 
by statutory Is so they will operate not 
to the benefit of a few only, but to the ben- 
eiif of all classes. You may then have 
pe and with the blessings of the 
Almighty have prosperity.”’

THE FINEST LEGISLATURE EVER 
ASSEMBLID IN THE SOUTH. 


Dr. Felton. Candler, of DeKalb, Lamar, of Rich 
mond, Glenn, of Whitfield, Simmons, of Sum- 
~ ter, and Others, 


The present legisiatnre is one of the most 
noteworthy that every assembled in Georgia— 
the first legislature to meet in the new capitol. 

The great questions to be decided at their 


hands have called up creat men, and the. 


body—the bulk of the house—is an honor to 
Géorgia’s intelligence and progressiveness. 

Governor Gordon said a few days since: 
“The personne] of the present legislature is su- 
perior to that of any other I ever saw, in 
Georgia or out of it.’’ 

Congressman Clements said of the house: 
“JT neversaw a stato legislature to compare 
with this. The house of representatives in 
Washington don’t look as dignified and busi« 
mess-like as the‘legislature did today.’’ 

Ex-Congressman Rawis, the present reprée- 
sentative from Effingham, said yesterday :* 
*That legislative hall isn’t as largo as the one 
in Washington but its finer looking. Nine 
men out of ten, that have seen both halls, will 
agree with me ia that assertion. What's more 
than that, I believe that’s the finest state leg- 
islature that ever assembled in the south.”’ 

Visitors invariably echo and emphasize that 
verdict, so the verdict mast be a just one. 

There are 173 men in the house, representing 
137 counties. 

The two oldest men are Dr. Felton and Un- 
cle Ben Duggar, of Fannin. Dr. Felton’s 
thick, gray hairand bent figure makes him 
easily recognized and easily remembered. He 
sits just in front of the lobby door on the right. 
The old statesman isin feeble health now, but 
his brain is as active as ever, and two of the 
most important bills of the session are his 
work. Itis touching to note the deference 
accorded Dr. Felton, even by those that 
differ from him. His great work 
now isthe bill for higher education. Heis 
alsoamember of the Western and Atlantic 
comunittee, before whom his bill for the lease 
is being considered, and devotes much of his 
time to that. 

Uncle Ben is another notable figure. He is 
a very old man, an id top rever t his having to 

walk down the aisle to hear bills re: ad, he was 
given the seat directly in front of the speaker’s 
desk. He uses two poplar crute hie s, hoie- 
made and unvyaernished, and wears big carpet 
slippers. The consideration shown Uncle Bon 
is all the more marked becausos he is a republi- 
can, out and o1 Little Charlie Kiker, a nine- 
year-old er: xo of Uncle Ben’s, has been 
with the ol it nost of thetime.

NO UI 2 FOR PAPER. 


A Savage’s Judgment on the Fiimsy Ma- 
terial. 
From the New York Sun. 

When savage people first come in contact 
with the whites none of the wonders that they 
see is regarded with more suspicion than large 
sheets of paper. The nat{ve is apt to reg rard 
paper asasortof cloth.and the fact that it 
tears easily and is worthless for mostof the 
purposes to which cloth is put convinces him 
thatitis afraud. Oue or two Congro travel- 
ers have told of the disgust with which natives 
at first regarded paper. The Congo 
tribes, by the way, are on the lookoat for 
sharpers, and itis pretty hard work for any- 
body to seilthem a bad quality of cutlery or 
cloth. Savages soon find, howeyer, that paper 
is not intended toserve the purposes of cloth. 
Then they ceass to look upon it as a fraad, 
but they do not think it ranks high among the 
white man’s manufactures, and they have 
little use forit. 

Awhile ago Mr. Lumholtz was traveling in 
the interior of Queensland, Australia, where 
he met many natives who had never seen a 
white man before. One ned a crowd of na- 
tives were in the white maw’s camp, carefully 
Inspecting the explorer vow his baggage, when 
anewspaper happened to drop out of his 
pocket, The natives unfcided it and spread it 
out on the ground. They decided that it must 
be an article of wearing app#rel, and one 

of them tried it on. He wrapped it aronnd 
his shoulders like a shawl, and sat down on 
the ground, arranging his covering this way 
and ‘that, and watching the faces of the crowd 
to seo what they thought of his elegant par- 
ment, covered as it was with many thousands 
of curious marks. 

Presently, however, an accident happened. 
While the savage was rearranging his shawl 
and trying to bring the corners together in 
front of him the garment began to tear at the 
nape of his neck. A howl from the crowd 
called attention to the disaster. The blanket, 
or whatever it was, was evidently made of the 
poorest sort of material. The sav age took his 
covering off, examined the mischief he had 
wrought, made the tear a little longer, and 
then, “with his finger, poked a hole through the 
paper. That settled the fact that the article 
was worthless. The newspaper suddenly lost 
all interest for the natives, who turned their 
attention to less destructible objects.

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MOCKING PERSIA’S MINISTER. 


Hadiji Hassein Ghooly Khan Koeplies to the 

Sneers of American Newspaper Writers. 
From the New York Herald, 

The French steamer La Bretagne, which 
sails for Havre today, will have as a saloon 
passenger Hadji Hassieri Ghooly Khan, the 
minister of Persia to the United States. 

The minister has been in America just nine 
months. He isthe first Persian minister ever 
sent to this country, and so severe have been 
the press criticisms of his dress and manner 
that he was reported as declaring that on leay- 
ing America he would never return to it. 

To ascertain if this was true I boarded La 
Bretagne last night and found Mr. Ghooly 
Khan “chatting pleasantiy in the saloon with 
his secretary, Mr. Mirza Mahmoud Khan and 
some friends, who were there to bid him 
goodby. 

GOING TO MEET THE SHAH. 

Through his interpreter the minister said 
practically: ‘‘] am going to Paris to meet his 
majesty, the shah of Persia, who has kindly 
consented to my going to France. «le has 
granted me this pleasure at my request. 

‘My stay abroad,” he continued, “depends 
entirely on his majesty. Iexpecit, however, to 
return to this country after we have visited 
the exposition gnd inspected the exhibit.” 

‘Then it is not true that you are leaving be- 
cause of newspaper criticisms ? ai 

‘Decidedly untrue,’’ responded the minis- 
ter, while his sensitive face ox pressed the 
scorn he felt. ‘My going,’’ he continued, “is 
not in the least influenced by the newspapers, 
but I cannot understand the silly, childish 
babble they call newspaper criticism. It is 
abuse and nothing else. You have not the 
writers now you had in the days of Benjamin 
Franklin. Inthose days a foreigner would 
have been treated respectfully, whatever his 
Station. Now it is not so. 

NO PLACE FOR FOREIGNERS. 

‘You have in America seven millions of col- 
ored people, and tiiere is scarcely a nation on 
the globe that is not represented, but yet I 
could not walk on the streets of W ashington 
without meeting with the sneers and laughter 
of the populace, Whiy was this? Simply be- 
cause a minister of Persia had dared to come 
out in his official raiment. Then what 
lowed?

SOME MEN SAY. 


AND THEY THROW OUT HINTS AND 
SUGGESTIONS. 


Police Metters Discussed in a Casual Way by a 
Party of Friends Who Have Their Idees About 
Police Matters. 


-“Somebody is going to be elected to fill Jake 
Morris’s place as messenger at the city hall,” 
said a gentleman yesterday, ‘‘andit ought to 
be Jack Moncrief. He was shot on his post 
while in discharge of his duty, and that arm of 
his will never be as good ‘as it was before. 
Jack is a good man and I would like to see 
him elected.’ 

*“Yes,’’ said another, ‘‘and I believe that 
these city places ought to be filled with dis- 
abled policemen when there are any to fill 
them. There is another thing that ought to 
be done. There .ught to be a turnkey at the 
stationhouse on wuty from ten in the morning 
till midnight. During the business hours the 
stationhouse-keeper is unable to keep up with 
the business, and a turnkey tolook after the 
prisoners is becoming more of a crying uecess- 
ity every day. ’ 

“There is another office that could be cre- 
ated which would be a good thing?” said 
another man. ‘‘Chief Connolly cught to have 
@ man on detail with him all thetime. Do 
you know that he hasa big lot of work to do 
on asmal!l salary? He has to watch the city 
and look after everything, and he should not 
have todo any clerical work. Think of the 
thousands of dollars that pass through his 
hands in addition to other duties.’ 

‘Coming back to the police ot ’* said No. 
1, ‘‘why don’t council purchase sets of drop 
harness for the horses that pull the patrol 
wagov. It takes a long time to harness and 
uuharness those horses, and drop harness 
would bea measure of convenience as well as 
economy in the saving of time for the wagon 
drivers.”’ 

“Why don’t the authorities sell the county 
jail to the United States for a federal prison,”’ 
suggested athoughtful man, ‘‘and then pur- 
chase those vacant lots near the courthouse 
and build a commodious jail rightin the rear 
ofthe courthouse, This would save a lot of in- 
convenience and the annoyance of marching 
prisoners up and down the streets from the 
jail to the courthouse.” 

“And,” put in a patriotic citizen, “build it 
of Stone Mountain granite and make it not 
only a strong edifice, with all modern im- 
provements to insure safety, cleanliness and 
health ; but haveit so constructod that it would 
be an ornamental building of which the county 
might feel proud. That is my idea of putting 
up public buildings.”’ 

“Just add another item while you are plan- 
ning,” said a practical man, ‘‘and have the 
iron and steel of the very best quality. I 
would be glad to have them of Georgia manu- 
facture, but no matter where they are secured, 
let the steel bars be of first-class stuff. Those 
of the stationhouso are so soft that Will Mor- 
ris, the burglar, cut them in two with a piece 
of stay taken from aw woman 's cors et.’
